SNkw York, May 22.— The Herald 
Mys: John Ginsberg has asked the 
Mcretujof state to collect $a0.jQ0O for 
him from Rnnia to racompeoM kim foe 
unjustifiable imprisonment and iU*trf at>- 
meat by the czar's seryants. 

Ginzberg tells a story which is sup- 
ported by official papers. He was born 
in Lohenshiu, Minsk Pinsk. Poland. He 
came to America when 14 yean old and 
on Ang. 10. 1886, took ont nataralira- 
tion papers before the United States 
droait court in Wilniinfrton, Del. Ho 
saved a little moimy mid in f)ctober, 
1894, made up liis nuiui to iwy a visit to 
his parents. 

He HiH'un'd ;i passport, pciod for two 
years, sif/ned by Secretary tJre.shfiiu. 
When he rea( h< (l HaiiihurK, his pu-sa- 
port was oxiiDiiucd and was approved 
by Charh.s S. Burke, tlie American vice 
con.siil, and he j)a.s.srd through (ierniany 
without trouble. He entered Rus.siu at 
Schuehin, a frontier town (iiniositc 
Prostken, in Prussia. He went at once 
to the custom house to present his 
papers and was inunediately arrested. 
A eharse of trespas-sing on g<)vernmi-:it 
property wa.s made aguin-r h vi and he 
wan fined nine rabies, wl paid. 

The police, instead of n ieiismg him, 
however, proceeded to strip liim of his 
money and clothing, which they sold. 
Then thoy locked him up once more, 
without his past^port or his citizenship 
papers, and witliout telling him why. 

From Schuehin they sent him by 
short stages from one prison to another, 
to Pinsk. He was oft*n confined for 
weeks in the prisons by the way, where, 
he says, he was flogged and subjected to 
other ill usage. 

At Pinsk he was informed he would 
be tried for havintr become a citizen of 
the United States without permission 
from the czar. Hbwas finally releau d 
bot withoBt Ilia passpwt, he neithw got 
home or ooold leave Loheshin. He says 
that he was often withoat fi|iB»icnt 
food and that hewoi in ooostant fear of 
being- sent to SilMria. 

He laid kiA c«if before the United 
BtatM MindteiK Clifton R. Breckin 
ridge, wlM> took a lively talevaet in it 
Coisnl Grenend OarroU also latenaaded 
fm bin and. GisjsbeaK managed to get 
word to Robert M. Lewie, a banker in 
Glasgow, Mon., wbo owed himadeU 
of gimtitnde for having wamad him of 
an attempt to >ob bis bonk. Mr. Lewis 
sent him money and Minister Breckin- 
ridge also helped to relieve his distress. 

u spite of the asaistanoe of his friends 
Giasbei^ found that there was no 
obange in his case and he determined to 
send a petition to the czar. After say- 
ing that he had heard of the czar s 
goodness and calling upon heaven to 
preserve him, he explained that he liad 
come to Russia only out of a filial desi];e 
to see his parents once more, and that 
he had intended to do no wrong, havinip 
left home when a boy and being igno- 
rant of Russian law, he humbly prayed 
the czar to let him go. 

Ginzberg thinks that he owed what 
he calls his speedy reletiso to this peti- 
tion. The czar's secretary sent word 
that he hiwl received it, and a year aft- 
erward hi' wa.H brought to trial. He 
was fnuiiil Kiiilty and was seuttnicod, 
last January, two yeari^aud a half after 
his arrival, to perpetual banishment 
from Russia. He left gladly by the aid 
of the money sent to him from Mon- 
tana. He lives in this city and found 
work this week fUf the iisrt ttniM since 
bis return. 

HJs counsel, Charles Schwick, haft- 
ient his application for damages to the 
■tate department. The counsel says he 
hoped the oa»e would bring about ar- 
rangements with Russia for the protec- 
tion of naturalized citizens. He has tho 
certificates of citizenship aud the pass- 
port which was carried by (Jinzberg and 
returned to him after his trial. They 
are worn and soiled with much hand- 
ling, and bear translations in Russia on 
thdr backs for the information of the 
ow's subjects who were charged IflOk 
the proseouticn of the exile.

HAVANA DISPATCHES. 



Train Dytaainited and Several {>klruil*hc« 
Follow tha Bvaati 

Havana, May 22.— The insurgents dy- 
namited and derailed an exploring en- 
gine on the railroad between Cristo and 
Sergo, province of Santiago de Cuba, 
and afterward fired oa the train w liich 
followed it, plundering and burning 
three cars. The remainder of the train 
pat back to Crista The local guerrilla 
foMe attacked the insnrg(tuts, kilUng 
five of tliem, and recaptured tha en- 
gineer of the exploring engine and three 
railroad employes who had f.UIen intc 
the hands of the insurgents. The guer- 
rilla force hud a lieutenant killed and 
the insurgents in another skir.iiish with 
the guerrillas lost from 10 to killed. 

During the mouth of May, up to date , 
according to the offlcial reports, the in- 
surgents have lost 224 men killed and 
the troo;>s have captured six pris<in"rs 
and 168 rifles. In addition, it appears 
that 52 armed insurgents have surrend- 
ered to the Spanish authorities. The 
Spanish troojis during that period, ac- 
cording to ofilcial accounts, los t 27 m en 
killed and had S.") wounded. JJJJ 

(ieneral Rey, who has been appointed 
chief of staff in the Philippine islands, 
sailed for Spain yesterday. The steam- 
er on which the general was a paaseii- 
ger, also took home '441 sick soldiers. 

The Fiuiz commission did not resume 
its sitting yt'^terday as was exp; cted. 
Mr. Calhoun, accompanied Sonor Jose 
Congotito, the Spanish consul at Phila- 
delphia, to a conference of prominent 
local autonomist and reform leaders. 

DISTRIBU tTnQ ~ RELIEF. 

Tea Thooaaad Dollar. Made Avallahla For 
Dastttata Americans la Caba. 

WAsmxoTON, May 23.— The secretary 

of state hiis direxited Consul (ieneral 
Lee to draw for the immediate jiurchase 
of supplies and medicine for the relief 
of American citizens in Cuba and for 
the transportation for such as are with- 
out means who desire to return to their 
homee in the United States, not to ex- 
ceed $10,000. Consul Grenerul Lee has 
also been instructed to fivuish oonsuls 
in Cuba at his discretiflh sums of money 
for this [lurijose. 

Another cablegram has lieen sent to 
the United States consul at Ma(an'/.as, 
Cuba, instructing that ofHc ial to com- 
municate with General Lee for. funds 
with which to relieve American citi- 
zens there. 

Tlie money to meet th«i*^e immediate 
needs will be taken from the contingent 
funds of the department of state 

The method of distribution outlined 
by these cabh grams is signiflraut. as it 
shows the idea of the administration ut 
be iji favor of distributing federal funds 
through the gcvemment officers and 
that it will Bol be done i» aay other 
way.

Learning that he claimed .American 
citizenship, his captors ore said to have 
tied him to the tail of a hoi-so and 
dragired him through the streets of the 
vilhiKi' of Arroyo Blanco until d 'ath 
claimcKl him. General Obergon it is 
said, after learning the fiu>ts, severely 
reprimaiide<i tho minoi- officers directly 
respii'.isible for tlie brutal action and

LoeAmvem. Ind;, May 99.— The een* 

sationtd developments in the bank fail- 
ure, as expected, are coming to light. 
Bank Examiner Caldwell has swore ont 
an atlidavit charging John F. Johnson, 
president of the State National bank, 
with embezzlement, misappropriation 
of funds and with Intention to decrtre 
and defrand the bank and the bank 
examiner. The paper is in the hands of 
United States Commissioner George W. 
Funk and will be served a* sooa as a 
Unit(d States depvty munial can be 

secured. 

Forgery is also charged to President 
Johnson and the examiner thinks that 
the amount will run up to |201,000. He 
is alleged to have embezaled IIOO.OCK) of 
bauk funds. |<il,.")00 of which was con- 
cealed in the certificate of deposit and 
♦40,000 in tlie individual ledger. 

Pre.sideut Johnson in charged with 
forging tho names of prominent bus- 
iness men to a trtal of ^0 notes, repre- 
pentiiig ;?201,000. The money was 
se<'retly borrowed from the funds of the 
bank, not one of the (lepositors havintr 
any idea of such a proceeding on account 
of the unusoal confidence placed in the 

president. 

Property is being deeded to the stock- 
hokbr.-t by ,Johnson and every eflnrt be- 
ing ma<le to save himself. President 
Johnson has j)rotected one of his private 
creditors, in the persui of a one-legged 
loy named Chiirles Ileitzman. Ho was 
truardian of the bov and liad $:),7oO of 
his nion(\v. To niake the boy saf<', or 
nearly- so. he has deeded to him proper- 
ty in Gas (^ity valued at about $:!,400. 
The other private creditors will likely 
lose all of their claims, as Mr. Johnson 
is now without any means. Hownmch 
he owes and to whom is not stated. It 
is understood John Albcr of Logansport 
lately loaned 418,000 to Johnson without 
security. Cne hundred thocuuiud dol- 
lars' worth of property has been deeded 
to the bank during the last 24 hours. 

President Johnson is a qniet, nnae- 
snming man, with no bad haUts and 
was not extravagant. 

Some talk of reorganization is in- 
dulged in. John C. Ingram of Indian- 
apolis, formerly cashier of the bank, is 
mentioned for president. 

The downfall of Mr. Johnson can not 
be fully explained. He would make no 
statement for publication and is quietly 
waiting at his home for the officers to 
arrest him. 

A friend of his said that Jolin .lohn- 
80U was always considered an ujjright 
man and u hard worker. When his 
father died, tome years ago, he was ap- 
pointed administrator. He started in, 
believing the estate to be solvent and 
paid all honest claims as they were 
presented. Bills came thick Md fast, 
yet he refused to allow the credit ef hie 
father's estate to drag. He pai^d and 
paid and paid, and for his own protec- 
tion was compelled to take one after 
another ot the nieMa ot teat eMale that 
hia father had owned. This pmcete 
wiped ont his ready oaah, and, being 
conipeUed to have money, he secretly 
borrowed it from the bank.
